Attack on Procession is 

Denounced by Pontiff;

ROME, June 20.—Pope Pius at- 

ke@d the Fascist violence in ad- 
dressing a holy year pilgrimage 
from Perugia. The supreme pon- 
tiff? of the Roman Church 
raigned the black shirta for the 
violence done to Catholics, men- 
tioning particularly an attack by 
Fascists On Catholics during a 
Corpus Domini procession last 
Sunday. 

Hitherto, leading Catholics, 
notably Cardinal MamM™i of Pisa end 
the Bishop of Roviggo, in pastoral 
letters, protested against the as- 
serted crimes against Catholics. 
Cardinal Mafm™fi called those respon- 
sible, “you race of Cain” and the 
Bishop of Roviggo warned them 
those “those who take the sword 
perish by the sword.” Likewise, 
the Vatican's official organ, Osser- 
vatore Romano, recently protested 
against the destruction gf a Cath- 
ollie newspaper plant and the as- 
sault on the Catholic editors by 
Fascists. 

The Pope's outspoken  pro- 
nouncement today is causing ® 
sensation and is expected to ra- 
echo throughovt the world, which 
somehow got the impression that 
Fascism and Catholicism were the 
closest allies..

Bruce, State mountain-lion hunter. 
is a happy man today. He has 
found Bunty, .the most valuable 
fox-hound lion ,hunter of his pack 
of lion-hunting dogs and he also 
“got” the big lon of the Gan Ja- 
cinto Mountains which has done so 
much damage in his marauding 
expeditions in the last few years. 

Every day is a day of adventure 
to Bruce, but he says it is all in 
the day's work and hard work, for 
he spends his days hunting down 
mountain lions for the State. The 
lions are a great damage because 
they kill other game, kill the cattle 
of the mountain ranches and the 
deer of the forests. 

Bruce has been in this section 
for several weeks and has killed 
jalmost a dozen of the wild beasts. 
While hunting in Santa Ana Can- 
yon several weeks ago he  iost 
Bunty, a fox hound, which he had 
, trained to track lions from puppy- 
hocd and worth at least $1000 to 
him, Bruce said. Yesterday 
the hound wandered into Bear 
Valley and was brought down by 
Game Warden W.C. Malone. The 
big “killer” of the forest that 
Bruce got yesterday was one of 
the wildest and most dangerous 
eats Bruce has ever hunted. Bruce 
tracked him down near Lake Hem- 
et in the San Jacinto Mountains 
after a week's hunt. 

The lion, perhaps years ago. had 
been badly hurt. Bruce declared 
that his left leg is crooked and 
two inches shorter than the other. 
Plain evidence that the limb had 
been broken. “The lion's leg was 
probably broken.” said Bruce, 
“when a larger animal, a deer or a 
cow fell on him in a death tussel. 
Lions attack from behind, jump- 
ing on their prey and forcing It 
down.

of a $600,000 factory and ware- 


house building by the General 
Electric Company of Schenectady, 


Y., was announced late yester- 


day by A. G, Arnoll, secretary and 
general manager of the Los Ange- 
lee Chamber of Commerce.

This earnest petition probably 
had no appreciable effect at Wash- 
ington, where Edward Gilbert and 
George W. Wright. as Representa- 
tives-elect. and William . Gwin 
and John C. Fremont, United States 
Senators-elect, were urging the ad- 
mission of California as a free. 
united commonwealth inte the sis- 
terhood of States. 

After beating down one barrier 
after another, the last obstacle was 
finally overcome, and September 9. 
|1850, President Fillmore affixed 
ihis signature to the California bill 
and the State was fully received 
into® the Union. 

But even then the southern por- 
tion did not peacefully acquiesce. 
A special meeting of the citizens of 
Los Angeles county was held 
September 12, 1851. at which a 
committee was constituted “to 
draft an address in relation to the 
convention recommended 
with a view to effecting the speedy 
formation of a territorial govern- 
ment for the Southern counties of 
California.” 

“Such a movement cannot be 
mistaken for the temporary ebul- 
lition of party excitement,” con- 
tinues the call of the convention. 
“that may be counteracted and 
checked by another party antag- 
onism: nor need ft be supposed that 
the enthusiasm everywhere die- 
Played in its behalf is to die away 
with ite first efforts. No! The man- 
ifestations of the public wil! al- 
ready made are truly the voice of 
one people, feeling deeply in their 
inmost heart a common evil that is 
attributable to one sole cause and 
has no other remedy than the one 
now sought and which must con- 
tinue to be prayed and struggled 
for by all peaceable and constitu- 
tional means, until justice shall 
triumph in its glorious accomplish- 
ment. . 

“In the name of these we havo 
the honor to represent, we respect- 
fully and earnestly ask you, sir, 
and every citizen of the State to 
give this subject the consideration 
which its importance demands, 
and we cordially invite'all who are 
favorable to the end contemplated 
to use whatever exertions they can 
in order that a proper represents - 
tion may be had of their respec- 
tive counties.” 

Fortunately, as we believe, these 
early movements for division—as 
likewise those of iater dates— 
though doubtless inspired by sin- 
cere sentiments and motivated for 
most part by an earnest sense of 
justice and patriotism, were a!! 
destined to failure. Happy are we 
today in a united California, with 
an inspiring, romantic history anid 
an alluring future. /

APPEAL FILED 


Supreme Court is Usked for 
Widening Decision 


Proceed With Work 


Cantends Objection Made to 
Notice is Technical - 


Battling for the right of the city 
to open and widen streets in or- 
der to create through arteries for 
the relief of traffic congestion, 
‘City Attorney Stephens yesterday 
filed with the California Supreme 
Court an appeal from the decision 
of Buperitor Court Judge Shaw in 
ithe Tenth-street widening pro- 
ceedings. 

In the trial before the Superior 
‘Court, the city based its argument 
for the upholding of the proceed- 
ing on eleven pointe and the court 
upheld all of the city’s contentions 
t one, and on this point the 
court held. as contended by the 
objectors, that the city’s notice of 
the improvement did not suf- 
describe the work to be 

one. 

The Tenth-street widening pro- 
ceedings were started by the City 
Council on January 24. 1923. and 
provide for the widening of Tenth 
street to 100 feet from the easterly 
to the westerly Gity boundary. As 
the improvement will be of general 
benefit, the City Council! agreed to 
contribute from tax funds %1,500.- 
000 toward the cost of the im- 
provement, the remainder to be 
pald by aseesementse upon the 
frontage and adjacent territory.

“The position of the plaintiffs 
rests largely upon the insistence 
on a technical and strained inter- 
pretation of the language of the 
act in question (Street Opening 
Act of 1903.) and a demand for 
an adherence to what they con- 
ceive to be the meaning of ite lan- 
guage, which does violence to the 
liberal eonstruction which has 
guided the interpretation of im- 
provement statutes in their appli- 


cation to public improvements. It 
is not, and should not, be the pol- | 
icy of courts to adhere to the rule 
of strict construction of statutes In 
relation to technical and wunmeri- 
torious objections.” 
The city’s brief cites a number 
of decisions to show that the post- 
ed notices to which the plaintiff 
objected as being insufficient in 
detail are not required to 
complete, but are intended to only 
give notice of the improvement. 
The city contends that the Tenth- 
street notices as posted were suf- 
ficiently complete to inform prop- 
erty owners of the proposed im- 
provement so that they could file 
protests with the Council. ; 
City Attorney Stephens is hope- 
ful of a decision by the Supreme 
Court in October.

Not since the days when the lure of Cathay and India 
led explorers to search for the Northwest Passage has interest

Very little actual money will be 
taken by members of the party, 
for money is of no value in the 
Arctic. will provide them- 
selves liberally with Arctic mon-y.

To- 
baceo will stand near the head of 
this list, for almost any Eskimo 
will walk miles or work many 
hours for a good semoke.

Perhaps the most valuable trad- 
ing goods of all are woolen under- 
clothing. Before the coming of 
the white man to Northern Green- 
land the Eskimo wore undershirts 
made of many bird skins patched 
together, the feathers next to the 
wearer's skin. Such garments are 
warm, but they harbor parasites. 


Now Eskimos can discard these 
feather shirts for the woolen

WHALE OIL AS FUEL 
The next step after Wiscasset 
will be Sydney, Nova Scotia, where 
the Peary will coal.

No difficulty is expected in ob- 
taining safe and comfortable fiy- 
ing temperatures, according to 
Commander MacMillan. In a four- 
year’s study of weather conditions 
in the Arctic, summer temperatures 
as high as plus 40 and 60, and one 
of plus 62, have been recorded 
within the Arctic Circle. The ex- 
pedition’s leader states that he does 
not expect to find the mercury as 
low as plus 20 degrees Fahrenheit, 
and never at zero. Variations in 
the daily temperatures of more 
than a few degrees are not likely 
during times when average weath- 
er conditions prevail. The con- 
stant daylight also keeps the mer- 
cury constant. 

Two things an experienced Arctic 
explorer is unwilling to be with- 
out: a rifle and the essential of 
all Arctic cooking, a Primus stove. 
In case of accident and even on 
premeditated sledge trips it is ne- 
cessary to “live on the land.” All 
sorts of Arctic animals are utilized 
for food: caribou. musk oxen, 
wolves, polar bears, foxes, hares, 


etc. 

Civilized cooking, in fact most 
any kind of cooking, would be im- 
possible in the Arctic without the 
Primus stove, a Swedish invention,

FOREIGN YOKE 
IRKS CHINESE 


Resurrection of Boxer Cry 
Seen as Warning 


White Man Has “Lost Face” 
Superior Race 
Fiery Resentment Against 
Foreigner Increases 


BY DAVID T. BUCHANAN 


The sinister cry of “yang-kuei- 
tzu” is again echoing throughout 
China! 

From the chanting mpnasteries 
of Tibet down the broad Yangteze- 
kiang valley to the sea, from be- 
yond the Great Wall where the 
fighting Mongols once lurked to the 
land of the “Dare-To-Dies"” loyal 
cohorts of the late Sun Yat Sen—a 
smoldering resentment against the 


encroachments of the foreigner is 
budding into fire. 

Yang-kvuel-tzu (foreign devil.) 
mao-tzu (long-haired one) con- 
temptuous cries flung at the white 
man when the blood red flag of the 
Boxers surrounded the Legation 
walls——now heard again—an 
ominous warning of impending 
disaster, so old-timers In the coun- 
try are predicting. 

China has been in the throes of 
disorder and civil wars since time 
began. Conflicts between rival 
tuchuns or military governors have 
been an annual event every spring 
until foreigners jocularly predicted 
their home leave by the next 
“war.” Yet the last two years have 
wrought a significant change in 
up-country travel for the white 
man Whose business necessitates 
trips to the outposts. No longer 
does the “tsung-li” of a Chinese 
hong bring forth his ornate “sze- 
e-doan” (water pipe) and pass it 
to the white traveler as a symbol 
of the cementation of friendship. 
Now is the inevitable cup of pale 
tea always proffered. 


FOREIGNERS “LOSE FACE” 

For the words of the Chinese the 
foreigner has “lost face’ (T’a mel 
yu mien tzu.) Many events have 
united in creating this condition. 
The World War, when thousands of 
Chinese coolies formed the labor 
battalion in France was one fac- 
tor in the disillusionment as to the 
once respected grace and omnipo- 
tence of the white man. The Chi- 
nese found their lighter skinned 
brother a human being with the 
normal amount of frailties and 
virtues observant in their own 
race. Missionaries and old govern- 
menta] officials, however, trace the 
present hostility to the foreigner 
to the Russo-Japanese War in 
which the yellow man stalked into 
the sun. 

Still others point more em- 
phatically to the vacilatig policy 
of America in the Far East during 
recent years and the increasing ag- 
greesiveness of Christianity—a re- 
ligion which, in the words of one 
Chinese statesman, has attempted 
to subjugate China with a Bible in 
one hand and a rifle in the other. 

Thousands of Chinese have 
studied abroad come in contact 
with modern civilizations and, 
sponsored by these returned stu- 
dente and native missionary 
scholars, a of nationalism 
has arisen. In addition their own 
Revolution of 18912 demonstrated 
to them that the established thing 
in China is not unbreakabfe. 


RAILROAD IN DISPUTE 

The present hostility toward the 
foreigner, however, is directly at- 
tributable to three things—Franco- 
Japanese Bolshevik infiu- 
ence, and the awakening of young 
China to the fact that outsiders 
practically control their country. 
In North China the Manchurian 
rallway has emerged as the bone of 
contention between R and 
Japan and has resulted in the for- 
mer backing Gen. Feng Yu-Hslang, 
the Christian general and practical 
seizure of Mongolia. Japan is be- 
hind Chang Tso-Lin, the Mukden 
ewar lord, in his control of Tien- 
tsin, the seaport of Peking. 

In the South France, which has 
long ruled Inda-China, is looking 
for further gains and has aided 
Japan by refusal to sign the Nine- 
Power Treaty. If France had 
signed the treaty an international 
conferonce could have been called 
to grant China an extra 2% per 
cunt tariff rate—one of the indirect 
keys to the solution of China's 
financial difficulties. 

Bolshevism is rampant through- 
out the country, its tentacles reach- 
ing from Moscow across the &i- 
berian Ralliway to Peking and cen- 
tering in Shanghai. It is preach- 
ing a new philosophy, not now in 
origin, but in the subtieness of its 
publicizing. It has awakened 
young China to an anti-Christian, 
antiforeign hatred. It is pointing 
out to young China that Great 
Britain, France, Japan and Amer- 
ica are exploiting their native land 
and in time will control the coun- 


try. 

And the important~-part to this 
propaganda is that, in part. it is 
true. Foreign nations control the 
best seaports of China. A Brit- 
isher is inepector-general of the 
Maritime Custome, practically all 
the big industries—in which the 
lowest working wages and longest 
hours are prevalent—are under 
control of Japanese, British and 
Americans; 
China’s soll; foreign armoured 
crulserg patrol the Yangtsze Riv- 
er: battleships lurk in the eea- 
ports; Sikh police from the hills 
of India guard the principal cities 
—~—and missionaries, American and 
British, mix politics with their 
Chrstianizing influence. 

RESENT CONCESSIONS 

In the above, the holding of 
elaborate concessions by foreign- 
ers and the protection given by 
extraterritoriality is affording the 
Chinese the widest expanee for re- 
sentment. Revoke these conces- 
sions—given to the hated foreigner 
at the council tables of the world 
when China was weak—and abro- 
gate extraterritoriality, is the cry 
of young China. 

As far as the world is concerned 
outside of China the key to the 
whole situation, according to ex- 
perienced observers. Hes in the 
settlement of China's finances. An 
efficient administration cannot be 
had, educational facilities devel- 
oped, roads and communication es- 
tablished, resources exploited, pub- 
lic order maintained until a sys- 
tematic finencial system is in- 
stalled. 

One of the most pertinent plans 
advocated to establish this eitua- 
tion is the calling of an interna- 
tional conference, attended by 
semiofficial representatives, some- 
what after the fashion of the 
Dawes committee, Of course, in- | 
ternational control such as im- 
posed upon Germanygwould be out 
of the question with China.

The great commercial slump of

bankruptcy court through the as- 

ce of the banks. 

During the outbreak in China 
last year I had several interviews 
with leading Chinese officials. One 
with Tang Shao-yi, the former Pre- 
mier, who was living in retirement 
in Shanghai, and the other with 
Gen. Lu Yung-hslang, tuchun of 
Chekiang, expressed to a fair de- 
gree the two viewpoints generally 
obtained by Chinese throughout the 
country. 

Thank Shao-yi declared that the 
present chactic condition in China 
would last at least twenty-five years 
longer and that not until China 
had taken a census, established «a 
net work of railroads and high- 
ways throughout the country and 
made a survey of conditions would 
progress be made. The first re- 
quisite for harmony, he said, was 
the establishment of internal peace, 
and the introductory step in this 
direction could be taken by hold- 


ticipated in by all the leaders of 
China. Telephones, education and 
moderation of language difficulties 
were of course included in his pro- 
gram. 

Gen. Lu, however, laid down «4 
serious indictment against Chris- 
tianity. He failed, however, to dis- 
tinguish between real Christians 
tian’ country—as most of the Chi- 
nese fall to do. 

“The trouble with you foreigners 
is that you have too much Chris- 
tlanity and it is not sincere. Your 
missionaries come here and preach 
the Gospel, teach the separation of 
church and state, yet your busi- 
ness men follow and grab every- 
thing they can and your mission- 
aries are constantly interfering 
with China's internal problems 
Christianity and missionaries were 
a disintegrating force during the 
Tai Ping rebellion. Your country 
is following the same methods 
now. Do you think t we ad- 
mire a Christianity, a religion that 
has as its symbol “brotherhood” 
and yet sponsors followers whe 
wreck the Ten Commandments?. 

While working in China I came 
in contact with several incidents 
which demonstrated the rising hos- 
tility of the Chinese to the for- 
eligner and the chaos in the country. 
During my trip to Hangchow to in- 
terview Gen. Lu the 8. H. and N. 
train was boarded at Kashing by 
ragged blue-clad  soldier-bandits 
several months arrears in pay. 

An Italian Consul clerk, a Brit- 
ish B.A.T. man, two custom offi- 
clals, a missionary teacher and 
myself formed the white contin- 
gent of the train. We were forced 
to alight from the train—aeided 
frequently by pricks from bayon- 
ete—-and arrayed before the com- 
manding officer with kicks and in- 
sults. The B.A.T. man resisted 
and was promptly hit over the 
head with the butt end of the gun. 
His clothes were rified and he was 
flung into the third-class compart- 
ment, where the Chinese there pro- 
ceeded to spit in his face and tear 
his clothes. 

The commanding officer had us 
searched, confiscated my revolver 
and that carried by the Italian 
Consul clerk and locked us in the 
town jail. The next morning we 
were released with no explana- 
tion or apology—but none of our 
belongings were ceturned—and 
corted to another train with jeers, 
insults and prods from clubs and 


ns. 
At hie yamen Gen. Lu merely 
lifted expressive hands and ex- 
cused the incident with “What can 
you foreigners expect?” 

On a trip up the Yangtste to 
Chungking. the headwaters of the 
river, bandits played a tattoo of 
bullets on the sides of the Alice 
Dollar twenty li abeve Wanshien. 
The captain and the first officer re- 
taliated with a machine gun on 
the armored bridge and the run- 
ning battle continued until the 
sides of the surrounding land be- 
came too precipitous for the ban- 
dite to follow. But that is a com- 
mon occurrence to traffie up the 
river, and foreigners are but meag- 
erly protected. 

China, unquestionably, according 
to foreign residents has premature- 
ly adopted a republican form of 
government, too soon for a politic- 
ally backward country. Instead o 
being a responsible democracy, it 
is mothing short of a military au- 
tocracy or collection of military au- 
tocracies uncontrollably decentral- 
ized so that the power rests in 
some twenty military tuchuna, 
each of whom has his own army 
and fille his own pockets with the 
revenues. 

China is a nation of more than 
400,000,000 people, divided into 
provinces which are practically au- 
tonomous and with one or two ex- 
ceptions have no direct connection 


with the Peking government. The- 
oretically the provinces pay tribute 
to Peking, but the tuchuns see to 
it that it never reaches the na- 
tional treasury.

the silver heralding trumpets of 
friendly critice—he seems to have 
no others—in Paris and 
Madrid. An equally friendly critic 
is Rudolph Valentino, who ranks 
him over even the great Zuloaga, 
and who invited the artist to come 
out to Los Angeles from New York 
to paint two portraits of him. 

The enthusiasm spread. 
Stendah! saw the portraits of Val- 
entino, lingered delighted over Bel- 
tran-Masses’s extensive collection 
of photographs from his works, and 

© immediate arrangements to 
have eighty of the canvases sent 
out from New York. About forty 
of these will make tp the colorful 
splendor. the intriguing beauty of 
the coming exhibition at the Am- 
bassador. Los Angeles has had no 
showing of paintings that has 
caused more preliminary comment 
and interest: Having seen the for- 
ty canvases, though not under the 
favoring auspices of good hanging 
and good lighting, I predict that 
my readers will not be disap- 
pointed. 

One Parisian critic, and he no 
less @ person than Arsene Ajex- 
andre of the Figaro, speaks of 
Beltran-Masses as a “plastic poet” 
and the phrase is so apt and so 
true that I feel confidently free 
to use it, with a slight change, 
in my caption. The artist is, says 
Alexandre, “at once a poet of the 
fiesh and a moralist, but a moral- 
ist in the manner of Baudelaire.” 

Another French critic, Camille 
Mauciair, writes: “To him, as to 
Monticelli, a picture lyrical 
drama in which light is the tenor.” 
And he adds: “Beltran proceeds 
like Veronese, like Tiepolo, like 
Tintoretto. It is for that I call 
him a classic. This Spaniard has 
the pompousness, all the chromatic 
delight of the Venetian master." 
EBlseWhére he ig hailed as a ro- 
mantic, and, in spite of the Olym- 
pian repose of all his magnificent 
men and women, I think this is a 
better description. 

A poet Beltran-Masses undoubt- 
edly even though his preoceupa-

_Tt was suggested to me—though 


not by Arthur Gfibert—-that as I 
had already mentioned, on three 
separate occasions, the fact that 
this artist had rigen from the ranks 
of business men, I'd better not say 
it again. But why not? , When a 
young man frees himself from the 
bondage of business, he and we 
have cause for rejoicing. a 
means, perhaps, less bread a 
beans for the world. but it also 
means more paint and poetry. It 
means that we are proving the 
great truth that man does not live 
by bread alone. 

As with Arthur Gilbert, so with 
Haldane Douglas. He was not, tu 
be sure, a business man when he 
was irresistibly impelled toward 
the brush. He was an architect. 
But he was an architect with a 
divine instinct for beauty of color, 
an instinct that was far stronger 
than his trained sense for geomet- 
rical form. For him, paint and 
canvas were Jnevitable, and, like 
Gilbert, he yielded to the lure of 
landecape—a lure that appears to 
be stronger in California than 
anywhere else. 

But as I am asked not to men- 
tien again Gilbert's business and 
Douglas's architecture, we will im- 
mediately proceed to the main mat- 
ter of this brief article, which Is 
a friendly discussion of the pic- 
tures that the two young painters 
are jointly exhibiting in the Bilt- 
more Salon.

Arabeloff's father was a Russian 
nobleman and a general in the 
Czar's army when the Red flood 
overwhelmed Russia.

The crookedness of the Boleherik 
jJailers enabled him to arrange his 
release as he secured a huge sum 
from friends and bribed the jail- 
ers. With hie father he started 
for Poland. They finally reached 
Warsaw, only to be arrested the 
moment they set foot on the streets 
as the Poles at that time were very 
bitter against the Russians. 

The Poles threw Sergei and his 
father into a military prison, 
still interning 
German soldiers. Finally they 
were released on their promise to 
join the Polish army. They evad- 
ed their guards while on the way 
to the camp and made their way 
into Germany. Sergei here left 
his father with friends and begag 
a series of wanderings that 
brought him finally to America.

What Happens When Car Fails to Stop

PAPER IN FARMING 


A 50 per cent increase in the 
pineapple crops of the Hawaiian 
Islands has been accomplished by 
use of broad strips of brown paper 
that completely cover the soll 
around the plants. The paper 
smothers the weeds, thereby leav- 
ing all the nourishment for the 
plants, which force their way up 
through the covering. Also. the 
paper protector conserves the 
moisture tn the soil, The waste 
fibers of sugar cane, once consid- 
ered valueless, are used for mak- 
ing the paper. Seventy-five thous- 
and rolls of it at a cost of $200,000 
are used yearly to cover the 3500 
acres of pineapple plantations in 
the itslands.—[ Exchange.

Some of the practical questions which 
arise Im mother’s mind are as follows: 
When shall baby be weaned, ff, for instance, 
he is securing a satisfactory, nateral moth- 
er's supply? 

If we would study the life of the animal, 
we would note that they are given their nat- 
ural mother’s feeding until they are capable 
of performing the normal work of chewing 
or of tearing or of masticating—that is, the 
teeth are fairly well developed. 

There seems to be a current. theory 
among many mothers that 9 months should 
be the best time for weaning baby. Again, 
if we were to make comparison with the 
Oriental countries, we would find that in 
many of them, their children are nursed 
up to two and sometimes more years. 

The present arbitrary nine months to 
wean baby is wrong. Weaning depends 
largely upon the individual child and upon 
its development. Im general I can say this: 
when nature has given that child the natur- 
al chewing apparatus—its teeth—to permit 
him to chew other foods, then he ought to 
be weaned. 

The weaning process is something which 
most mothers should understand. What 
is the best way to wean baby? All factors 
being favorable, the hot summer days con- 
stitute a very poor time to wean baby. 
Again, an over-night weaning process might 
injurious to both mother and baby; that 
it should be gradual and extended over

It bas been truly 
gaid that life could be maintained more or 
less definitely upon a diet af milk and or- 
ange juice. in no realm of life dees this 
hold true with the same pertinemee and 
force as in infants’ feeding. It is possible 
~ to maintain excellent health in baby with a 
diet exclusively consisting of these two 
items.

After two or 
three nights, baby ought to habituate him- 
self to a changed schedule. 

For young infants, the last feeding ought 
to be about ten o'clock, regulating a sched- 
ule from six o'clock in the morning, then 
ten, two, six and ten o'clock with two fruit 
juice feedings in between. 

As baby grows older, he will crave more 


solid food. As his teeth develop, he desires 
harder objects to press against his gums. 
Many mothers purchase rings of bene of

what will combine with cereals?” One of 
the best combinations with cereals is dried 
fruits. 

A breakfast consisting of a whole grain 
cereal, plus a choice of prunes, dry or fresh 
figs, raisins, dried or fresh apricots, fur- 
nishes an excellent start for a day's hard, 
strenuous play. Many mothers who add 
these fruits to their children’s dietary make 
the mistake of saturating these fruits with 
sugar. By doing this, to a large extent, 
they counteract the beneficial effects of the 


Radium | fruit itself. 


Of the group of fruits I have mentioned, 
prunes perhaps comprise the leading item. 
I'll warrant that half the average break- 
fasts of today have this delicious food as 
part of the meal. 

A word or two as to their preparation. 
The popular idea seems to be to stew prunes 
by cooking. It is true that this process 
makes a very delicious mixture. However, 
there are better ways of enjoying this splen- 
did laxative fruit. If prunes were to be 
soaked in cold water twelve to eighteen 
hours before serving on the breakfast table, 
one could bring them to the ¢ondition ap- 
proximating fresh prunes. The cold water 
soaked prune is much more delicious than 
the cooked prune. Again, the prune served 
“as is” would perhaps be even superior to 
the soaked kind. 


One of the great criticisms that dentists 
give to our dietetic habits is that we do 


grewth,| not chew food sufficiently. To foster and 


develop the habit of chewing, it would be 
more advisable to serve the prunes and figs 
in their natural state. 


We are a nation of gulpers to whom the 
art of mastication is almost lost. 

Finally concerning the flavoring of cere- 
als. Instead of using sugar, how much bet- 
ter would it be to use a more healthful in- 
gredient such as honey or real maple syrup, 
or genuine maple sugar. It’ should be com- 
mon knowledge that, pound for pound and 
price for price, honey has a greater value, 
both from the standpoint of sweetening 
power and from the viewpoint of price. 


Many Ghildren prefer a fruit-sweetened 
cereal. For them, dates and raisins are 
splendid substitutes for sugar. 


Dealing with the question of combina- 
tions, practically all of the dried fruits and 
most of the nonacid fruits will make a de- 
sirable mixture with cereals. For instance, 
figs, dates, prunes, apricots, cantaloupe, ca- 
saba, honey dew, and several other fruits 
will combine favorably with tlije ceregl 
groups. 

It is only when we serve the strong acid 
fruits that we should have an interval be- 
tween them and the cereals. For instance, 
oranges or grapefruit or tomatoes, apples, 
pears or grapes should be fed to the child 
shortly after arising, and, say about an 
hour before his breakfast. By this time the 
acid fruit will have left the stomach and the 
digestion of the cereals will be unimpeded 


Where there is no catarrhal state or oth- 
er inflammatory condition such as enlarged 
tonsils, constipation or similar troubles, 
without a doubt milk constitutes the best 
drink to serve a child for breakfast. It is 
best that he be trained to take his milk 
cool but not iced. The heating of milk 
tends to render it more indigestible and 
might create curds. 

The drinking of milk, however, will de- 
pend upon each individual child. In normal 
health it is an excellent food.

What Shall We Feed Children? 


ERE is scarcely a mother who, at one 

time or another, has not been up 
against the very serious question, “What 
shall I feed my children?” 

There are so many conflicting views, so 
many varying opinions, that frequently she 
is left in bewfiderment.

These are the principal classes of food 
chemistry. 

When we speak of a protein food, what 
we really mean is a food very rich in nitro- 
gen compounds, “but not necessarily con- 
taining protein exclusively, since practic- 
ally all foods contain in their natural form 
all these six classifications I have men- 
tioned, 

The work inside the body of these six 
food principles has been determined by 
feeding experiments and chemical analysis 
of the human body. 

For instance, it is claimed that protein 
changes into muscle tissue. Carbohydrates 
and sugars are burned by the body furnish- 
ing heat energy, the fats are burned to form 
energy and also to form the necessary body 
fat, the mineral salts help to make bone, 
hair, nails and similar hard tiseues and the 
vitamines are suppgsed ‘ta govern the con- 


Even some fruits contain a very 
percentage of fats. The avocado has 
26 per cent and dried olives more than 


potatoes, turnips, sugar beets, artichokes 
and celery are very much to be desired. 

Practically all cereals contain from 60 to 
70 per cent starch, and if they are of the 
natural whole grain ought to be used to 
furnish the starch necessary for maintain- 
ing the heat of combustion inside the body | 


Next, we need to form a balanced ration 


of foodstuffs containing organic salts and 
vitamines. 


What are some of the foods especially 
rich in these allimportant principles? 
Every kind of fruit, especially currants, 
prunes, raisins and figs are all rich in min- 
eral substances. | 


into which these food principles are con- 
verted, only scientists differ as to the quap- 
tity which is capable of being used. 

For instance, some food chemists say 
ten ounces of protein should be the average 
man’s daily ration. Others say as low as 
two ounces should be sufficient. 

Personally I think two ounces sufficient 
for every sedentary and executive worker 
and five ounces for the manual worker. 

The balancing of an adequate amount uf 
these six principles according to the body 
needs is what is called a balanced ration. 
It is this balanced ration which has led to 
the typical popularized American meal, 
usually consisting of meats to represent the 
protein, bread for the starch, cooked vege- 
tables for the mineral] salts and vitamines, 
with pie and a drink as dessert. 

This might consist of a well-balanced 
meal, were it not for the destruction or 
starvation of the vital principles or vita- 
mines in a meal of this kind. 

It is true that we need all of these food 
principles, but there are sensible methods 
of procuring them in a wholesome, desir- 
able form rather than by the usual methods 
embodied in the carelessly arranged and 
thoughtless meal. 

For instance in the average meal of to- 
day, the only protein that is usually pre- 
sented on the table is meat or fish. 

Cottage cheese, oatmeal, almonds, Bra- 
sil nuts, butternuts, dried beans, lentils, 
dried peas and similar foods contain as 
much or even more protein than the regu 
lation meat meal in a much more assimi- 
lable and healthful form. 

It would be much wiser if more of these 


potatoes and especially spinach, watercress 
and parsley are exceedingly rich in mineral 
salts. 

These foods and those represented by the 
leafy greens and tubers should be present 
in an unfired form with every meal, noon 
and. evening. They will do much toward 
restoring deficiencies so frequently found 
lacking in many food items. 

A program such as this will constitute a 
splendidiy balanced ration, suitable and 
adaptable to the great majority of normal 
people.

8S OUR knowledge of the digestive func 
tions increases, we are coming to un- 
derstand more and more that those foods 
which favor health and normal digestion 
are much more valuable than those which 
do not. 

In years gone by the digestive value of a 
food was determined almost solely by the 
ease with which it digested. This was 
measured by the rapidity with which a cer- 
tain food passed through the stomach or 
other portion of the digestive system. 

There was and still is a great tendency 
to consider those foods which pass through 
the digestive system rapidly as being more 
valuable than those passing through more 
nonmuscular oceupations. slowly.

If we were to contrast the form of the 
n being at the time of birth, we would 
und, to a considerable extent, a marked 
‘similarity in all babies. 


Notwithstanding that there are many 
thousands of children born abnormal and 
disporportioned, yet as a whole, nature, the 
great democratizer, starts all babies with 
an equal heritage of body and health. 

What is it then whicn 80 quickly converts 
the beautiful figure of the babe into the dis- 
proportioned anatomy of most adults? With 
those who are lean and gawky, bony and 
angular, the general tendency is to say that 
they are undernourished. With those who 
are well rounded in buxom curves and well 
layered with fat, the same tendency is to 
say that they are overnourished. 

To a minor extent, this may be true, but 
in the main, it would be better if we would 
not use either of these terms. Many peo- 
ple thin as a rail are prodigious eaters and 
always blessed with a voracious appetite. 

Again, I have seen many people constant- 
ly striving to keep down excessive weight, 
sometimes hardly eating enough to sustain 
themselves. One could hardly accuse them 
of being voracious eaters, yet fat piles on. 

What is the trouble with both of these 
great groups? It is neither under-nutri- 
tion nor over-nutrition. A better term 
would be malnutrition. 

‘hen the body fails to utilize the food 
wiken in, there is a defect in the food as 
well as in the body. Again, when almost 
all food changes to fatty tissues, a similar 
defect exists. 

The question arises, how can one get to 
the desired state—that condition commonly 
called “normal.” For those who are over- 
weight, correction of the physiological de- 
fect is the only solution. Foods that are 
~ poor in fat-building materials or in starches 
should be used only in the most sparing 
and limited quantities. 

Every avenue of inducing free and ade- 
quate elimination should be resorted to. 
There is only one safe method of reduc 
tion. That is the old-fashioned method of 
diet and exercise. Any other method will 
inevitably be productive of injurious re 
sults. 

The lazy-minded man or woman who 
seeks to reduce weight by other means will, 
inevitably, be bound to compensate in the 
form of ill health. 

Frequently, it is more important to 
change the quality of food rather than the 
quantity. Vital changes in each meal, per- 
sistently adhered to, is the only safe plan. 
To give a few illustrations: A regular 
Sreakfast for most people usually consists 
of a fruit thoroughly saturated in sugar and 
then a choice of some of the following: 
eges, bacon, ham, sausage, hot cakes, waf- 
fies. oatmeal, coffee and sugar. 

Instead of a diet such as this, a fruit 
breakfast of any kind of fresh or dried 
fruit, flavored, if desired, with a small 
quantity of honey or even maple sugar, 
would be much more wholesome than a 
breakfast of the other type. 

To the many overweight people for whom 
coffee constitutes a stimulant which will 
carry them throughout the day, leave out 
the sugar. It is the sugar part of the coffee 
which is more fat-building than the coffee. 
or even the cream. So if you genuinely de- 
sire coffee, drink it unsweetened. 

If your health is fair, you should arise in 
the morning refreshed, alert and vigorous.

Breakfast ought never to consist of heavy 
foodstuffs for the mental and nervous 
worker. 


Next—as to the noonday meal, most 
successful business men will usually make 
their noonday meal as light and as small 
as possible. To keep the brain clear and 
the mind alert, blood should not be taken 
from the brain to digest an unnecessary 
heavy meal. This is doubly true for those 
who are overweight. 


The meal of soup, meat, potatoes, coffee, 
peas and pie, which constitutes the usual 
kind of noon day lunch, is excessive and of 
the wrong quality for the person who wants 
to do his best work and for him who is 
constantly fighting fat. Instead of this, a 
meal consisting of a raw vegetable combi- 
nation salad, one or two other cooked vege- 
tables, as for instance, asparagus, cabbage, 
squash, and caulifiower, a slice of real 
whole wheat bread and perhaps an unsweet- 
ened warm drink would make a meal more 
conducive toward reduction than the other. 


The same holds true with some modifica 
tion in items with the evening meal. 


These changes accompanied with a fair 
amount of exercise will gradually, easily 
and regularly remove fatty adipose tissue. 

Now here comes a peculiar bit of physi- 
ology which to many is difficult of under- 
standing. Alniest the same diet will build 
the lean and will change the angles into 
curves. 


“How can this be?” you logically inguire. 

In most cases of leanness existing in 
spite of the quantities of fatty, starchy and 
protein foods that are consumed, the canse 
will inevitably lie in the poor function of 
the eliminative organs. 

Diet will clear the digestive system and 
will insure adequate elimination. When 
the morbid wastes of the body are removed, 
then and only then will the system utilize 
the foodstuffs in a normal manner. 

I have seen case after case of overweight 
men and women add ten, fifteen or twenty 
pounds by first losing three or four in the 
form of retained waste tissue. I have seen 
others undergo a fast of three or four 
days, perhaps losing five or six pounds, 
and then take on quickly twelve to fifteen 
pounds, due to the ability of the body to 
react after unloading the accumulatea 
wastes. 

Paradoxically, sometimes we must lose 
to gain. This often holds true with those 
people who desire to gajn weight. 

When all methods of weight building 
have ceased, this method is well worth the 
trial. With its corollary exercise, the same 
holds true. Sufficient exercise will reduce 
the stout and bring them to normal. 

The same exercises will build the lean 
and bring them to normal. Or putting it 
another way, excessive fat or thinness is 
an abnormal condition of the body and if 
we concern ourselves more toward estab- 
lishing normal body function, interpreted 
in terms of good digestion, adequate elimi- 
nation, together with sane regulation of our 
daily habits, such as sleeping, governmert 
of oecupation, sexual and nervous excesses, 
there is no reason why a symmetrical and 
harmonious form could not be achieved by 
practically every one. In other words, 
strive toward normal health, and weight 
wil] take care of itself. 


What is Food? 


S FAR as the popular knowledge of 

food principles is concerned, the av- 
erage layman is interested essentially in 
securing sufficient to provide his three 
equares per day. He gives little thought 
to health and its regulation by means of 
food, at least not until nature sends him 
danger signals in anmistakable language 
of pain and distress. 

It would be better if most of us concerned 
ourselves with the relationship of food and 
our health before our bodies underwent the 
destructive effects of ill health.

Do not for & moment think that food is 
the all, for it is not. Vital as it is, there 
are other aspects for the maintenance of 
good health. The mind, physical culture, 
rational sex habits and other aspects of 
personal hygiene must not be fgnored. 

In the main, all food has two purposes to 
perform. The first and perhaps the most 
important is the maintenance of body 
energy, body heat and the necessary vi- 
tality toward the normal functions which 
constitute the physiological processes of 
living. The second function is to replenish 
the tissues which are being constantly 
wasted and destroyed, the rcbuilding of the 
cells of the body which are constantly 
dying. It is only in so far as food fulfills 
these two requirements can we say that it 
is wholesome, beneficial and desirable. 

Food which has been thoroughly cooked 
is inferior to food which has not been 
cooked, because heat destroys the energy 
present in the living cell 

Of course it is possible to maintain life 
on a cooked food diet, but not with the 
same efficiency as it would be if more of 
the raw foods were eaten. 

Summing up respective food values, a 
given item of food is more superior raw 
than cooked, better in its natural than in 
its changed form. Unfired food is one hun- 
dred per cent efficient, fired food has its 
efficiency impaired. 

I give this as a matter of general prin- 
ciple. 

Do not, however, interpret it to mean that 
all of you should go on an unfired food diet. 


This would be impractical and unwise, be-- 


cause for countless generations we have 
adapted ourselves to a considerable extent 
to a thoroughly cooked diet. The point ! 
wish to stress is that a considerable per- 
centage of the daily diet should be unfired 
food, for from it we can extract the largest 
quantity ot life energy. 


Food and Energy 


NERGY is extracted from food—more 

from raw and less from cooked. The 
human machine can somewhat be compared 
to an internal combustion engine. 

When fuel is placed in an engine it is 
converted into energy provided it is fed in 
correct quantities and at proper intervals. 

We know that ff gasoline be fed too 
rapidly or too excessively into an engine it 
will clog and stop up. The engine will be- 
come impaired or it will cease functioning 
altogether. 

The same holds true of the human en- 
gine. If fuel or food be placed in it in 
excessive quantities, not all of it can. be 
burned. Some of it is bound to remain 
unburned—that is, undigested and unas- 
similated. 

Therefore do not believe that the more 
food, the more energy, for it is not so. Not- 
withstanding that food gives us energy, this 
is true only provided we consume just 
enough food for our body needs. Eating be- 
yond this minimum, or rather eating more 
than is necessary to satisfy our appetites, 
reverses the rule. Energy is then extracted 
from the body to get rid of the excess ac- 
cumulations of food that are present beyond 
our body needs. 

When you eat a huge meal, do you won- 
der why you do not get a liberal quantity 
of strength as a result of that meal? In- 
stead, after a very heavy meal, you are 
dull, tired and more or less sleepy and in- 
ert. What has happened? Why did not the 
large quantity of food create heat energy? 

Mainly because the digestive system and 
the blood stream became overloaded and 
overcharged. The meal which could not 
be well digested lying in a temperature of 
one hundred degrees, surrounded with the 
moisture of the body, commenced to decay. 
Gasses formed, irritation of the mucous 
membrane ensued and the symptoms of in- 
digestion occurred. The meal instead of 
furnishing energy forced the body to dis-

This perhaps might hold true if we al- 
ways maintained perfect health, if the body 
functions were always functioning efficient- 
ly. if digestion: were completely norma! and 
if we ate merely enough to satisfy hunger. 
Instead, however, when food is placed in the 
digestive system sometimes a portion of it 
is burnt and the balance left unoxidized, 
constituting a burden to the system. 

In il] health or in impaired health, the 
calorie theory furnishes absolutely no re- 
liable test for the quaatity of heat energy 
necessary, principally because the body 
processes of using food do not function nor- 
mally.

Landlady’s Puzzle 


By SAM LOYD 


A successful landlady tells an interesting 
story of how she manipulated candies in the 
early days of her business, 


She had three lodgers—Bro Smith and 
Jones—and by keeping careful tabs, she 
learned just how much her methodical 
lodgers burned of their candles each night.

A CHINESE CASH PUZZLE 


The Chinese coined money thousands of 
years before the Christian era; and the 
complications of their currency has ever 
been a puzzle to the rest of civilisation. In 
the Flowery Kingdom, large transactions 
are paid with gold ingots, stamped with the 
name of the nker, while the currency of 
the country consists of taele and cash of 
fluctuating value, They made the taeil thin- 
ner and thinner until it took one thousand 
of them stacked in a pile to reach a height 
of three inches. In like manner, the com- 
mon cash, which is a brass coin with a 
round, square or triangular hole, and worth 
but littl more than a mill of our money, 
is of variable thickness. 

This great variety of coins necessitates 
consideratiie aptitude for mental arithmetic 
in thetr ordinary business transactions, 
which may be understood after tackling the 
following problem which was shown to me 
7 an old Chinese merchant: 

Supposing that eleven coins with round 
holes are worth fifteen bite, while eleven 
square ones are worth sixteen bits, and 
eleven of triangular shape are worth seven- 
teen bite—how many round, square or tri- 
angular pleces of such cash would be re- 
quired to purchase a little puppy deg worth 
eleven Wits?

Flowers and Fruits 


The bulk of the orange crop is grown in 
Southern California, but from the central 
citrus belt to the north solid trainioads of 
Oranges each year wend their way across 
the continent to relieve the dry palates of 
residents along the torrid Atlantic Coast 
or in the more torrid Mississippi Valley. 
Still further “up State” is found a “north- 
ern citrus belt" so that one may travel! 
from San Diego 600 miles northward to Oro- 
ville, Willows, Cloverdale, Redding and 
Other points and find occasional groves of 
oranges and temons along the way. in a 
few spots they are grown still closer to the 
Oregon line. 

What more can one say of “best condi- 
tions” for gardening and general farming?’

Study of Plants 

Plants were made for the study of man 
as well 4s for utility and beauty. The seed, 
ever true to its nature, always brings forth 
the plant after its own kind. It is there. 
fore the essential organ; on its structure 
in founded what is called the natural sys- 
tem in botany, the outline of which we will 
briefly state: 

Take an acorn aud remove the outer coat 
or skin. The seed will voluntarily divide 
into two parts; nestled in a little cavity 
at one extremity of the seed is the germ . 
or embryo plant. This is a miniature oak 
tree. Now examine a kernel of Indian 
corn; you will not find it composer of two 
distinct lobes or cotyledons like the acorn. 
The getm is seen at what is called the eye 
of the seed. 

We perceive in the beginning of the life 
of plants a great difference between plant« 
of different kinds. Thix can readily he ob- 
served by placing seeds upon moistened 
votton in a glass vessel, and watching from 
day to day the gradual development of the 
germ. in the difference in the manner of 
their development ix founded the zreai di- 
vision of plants in the natural svetem. in 
the full grown oak, which has proceeded 
from the seed with two cotviedons, and 
in the Indian corn with one cotyledon, there 
are the.following remarkable differences: 
First—-the oak has a branching stem. The 
corn has a simple stem. Second—the oak 
has grown by the increase of tissues from 
the outside of the stem, and the wood is 
haftest toward the center. The cdrn has 
grown from the inside. pushing outwardly. 
and is hardest at the outside. Third-—the 
leaves of the oak are net-veined: the leaves 
of the corn are straight-veined. 


Proper Tree Pianting 

Where narrow parkways are flanked on 
one side by sidewalk and on the other by 
curb: and a forty-foot stretch of oiled or 
asphaited surface there is little chance for 
satisfactory growth or development of 
street trees unless special preparation and 
thorough work be done. To dig a hole in 
hard soil the size of a pot or can contain- 


| tng a tree and plant the same therein 


should constitute a crime punishable by im- 
prisonment only, for the work cannot well 
be undone, though it is apt to prove the un- 
doing of the tree. It seems very strange 
that there are people who can view long 
lines of uniform street planting and not be 
struck with its strength and dignity. Even 
the poorest of material, when continued ov- 
er a considerable distance, gains with each 
succeeding hundred feet of planting and if 
sufficiently lengthened both beau- 
tiful and effective. Near the city of Fresno 
are a number of striking avenues of the 
California fan, a plant little used or valued 
for street ornamentation, but one neverthe. 
less capable of producing a dignified beauty 
when of age, if continuous lines of consid. 
erable length be maintained. 


Tamarix Gallica 


Dr. Von Mueller says of this decidu. 
ous tamarix, so long grown in (‘alifornia: 
“It is a native of South Europe. north tropi- 
eal Africa, South and East Asia, ascending 
the Himalayas to 11,000 feet. Attains in 
Algeria a height of thirty feet. This shrub or 
small tree adapts itself to the most different 
localities. It will grow alike in water and 
the driest soil, also in salty ground, and 
is one of the most grateful and tractable 
plants in culture; it is readily multiplied 
from cuttings, which strike root as easily as 
a willow and push forth stems with unus- 
ual vigor. Hence it is one of the most ell- 
gible bushes for planting on coast sand to 
stay its movements, or for lining embank- 
ments. It furnishes material for a superior 
charcoal and various implements. 


Drought-Resistant Trees 

The Carob, or St. John's Bread, is a tree 
that fs bound to be extensively used in the 
future. It is a fast grower and its drought. 
resistant qualities are of the first order. It 
has been tried under varying conditions 
and always found satisfactory. Grevillea 
robusta is a good tree for dry localities in 
the country, but for use in cities or towns 
it is too dirty. It should be pruned at least 


every other year for six or eight years, for 
the wood .is quite brittle. and easily broken 
by the wind.

hopes be too high, growers have eagerly 
watched and waited for the worm to turn, 
and to date, the general situation really 
seems to be looking up. 

Since counting chickens before they are 
hatched is the inalienable privilege of our 
kind, a little hot-stove league statement of 
facts prognostication of the future 
should be permissible. For, how can we 
buy straight-eights on credit during this 
happy month of June without making a few 
wild guesses at what July, August and Sep- 
temiber will bring? 

In part answer to the above, it is appar- 
ent that such splurging must be accom- 
panied by several rather tall guesses, and in 
quite a few localities had better culminate 
in orders for flivvers. In other words, 
though prospects in the state generally war- 
rant six-cylinder ideas, and in spots eight- 
cylinder appetites may be satisfied, fours 
will remain a favorite in many a fruit grow- 
er’s barn.

frigerator cars is assured until the October 
peak, concerning which the railroads are 
making no promises, although efficient 
handling of cars during the summer will 
probably minimize any possible difficulty 
along transportation lines. 

Competing eastern fruit crops are always 
to be reckoned with, particularly peaches. 
which enter the markets in large quantities 
and in direct competition with our own 
produce. This year, however, eastern 
peaches are 10 to 20 per cent short and, in 
addition, early maturity promises somewhat 
of a market clean-up before our heavy ship 
ments come in. 


Early plums, apricots and cherries from 
the coast have apparently taken care of 
themselves satisfactorily to date, if fh good 
condition and properly matured upon ar- 
rival. It is too early to reckon with grapes. 
Accumulating experiences will probably re- 

_ sult in better packs of table grapes and 
good prices as a consequence. Has anyone 
heard talk of scrapping eastern juice- 
presses and barrels? Silence means no, 
and so about 22,000 cars of “juice” grapes 
are expected to be rolled into eager hands, 
to say nothing of raisin grapes, which are 
Just as likely to fill a barrel as a fruit bowl. 

The dried fruit and canning markets are 
equally promising. From all parts of the 
State comes news of empty warehouses, en- 
couraging orders and plans for heavy packs. 
At this writing it is difficult to determine 
the proportion to be allotted to each of 
these two outlets, so much depends upon 
comparative price offerings. «a fair guess is 
that the canners will score heavily, due to 
the general tendency of growefs to sell the 
easiest way. However, dried fruit pros 
pects are not to be passed up lightly, and 
drying of apricots, especially, may result 
im the greater profit. 

CROPS AND PRICES 

A characteristic of the present season is 
the variable size and condition of fruits 
throughout the State. Abundant late rains 
in the north, and generally fair conditions 
in the San Joaquin Valley gave prospects of 
good yields. Drouth in southern districts, 
after similar hardships and disturbances 
last year, the effects of which are apparent 
now, has resulted in light crops. Continued 
late raing in the north have subsequently 
done “more damage than good. Witness a 
75 per cent loss in many cherry districts. 
Weather and fungus injuries are showing 
up in many localities. Now come disquiet- 
ing reports of “June drop,” the extent of 

which is still in doubt. The major crops 

of the north are still to be considered good. 
however. Satisfactory sizes are expected 
throughout the State.

THE TWO-GPOTTED MITE 

The common red spider, or two-spotted 
mite, is usually the real villain. Imported 
into California not many years ago, this 
pest has spread until last year, under 
drouth conditions throughout California, it 
was responsible for an estimated $1,000, 
000 loss. It is just visible to the naked 
eye, but, contrary to its name, is not red. 
Usually, early in the season or when young, 
the mites are greenish, Later, and on old 
individuals, the color,ranges from yellowish 


in close proximity to the spiders, appearing 
as pearly droplets when viewed under the 
glass. Hatching in summer requires six 
to twelve days, being accelerated by. high 
temperatures, as is the rate of egg-laying. 
Thus when warm weather comes, multipli- 
cation is very rapid. A fine web is spun 
over the colonies for protection. Dust is 
often caught therein and the infested leaf 
takes on a dirty, bedraggled appearance. 
Effective control is dependent largely upon 
high-pressure spraying which will break 
down the web and bare the insect to the 
killing agent. In fact, in home gardens, a 
fairly good control of the two-spotted mite 
can be secured by restoring to high-pressure 
hosing with tap water. Constantly sprin- 
kled plants are seldom affected seriously be- 
cause the insect does not like moisture.

Unlike its brown cousin, the two-spotted 
mite works in fall until dormancy and cold 
weather set in. Falling to the ground with 
the foliage during late summer and fall, the 
mite winters over in the soil, in semihiber- 
nation, feeding on what green stuff appears, 
or perpetuating its family by eggs which do 
not hatch as quickly as in summer. A reap- 
pearance is made in April, May or June, 
when an increasing population reaches out 
for food. On evergreen plants under warm 
winter temperatures, many insects may nev- 
er return to the ground. However, on de- 
ciduous trees, and most other hosts, there 
is no winter contro! because of inaccessibil- 


METHOD OF CONTROL 


Red spider damage is in general mani- 
fested by a premature dropping of foliage. 
Immediately preceding the leaf turns 
yellow or a dirty brown. Exact symptoms 
vary with different trees and plants. Web- 
bing is conspicuous when the two-spotted 
mite is the offender. In the case of decidu- 
ous fruits, the first individuals are found 
on lower foliage, from which they migrate 
to the top growth, and the first actual de 
foliation generally occurs in the tree top 
where leaves are subjected to the greatest 
natural strains of heat and drouth. 


An efficient control is to be expected 
when aggressive steps are taken early in 
summer. Although the time of initial in- 
festation will vary with climatic variations, 
June and the first part of July are timely 
seasons for thorough work, which, if proper- 
ly done may suffice for the rest of the sum- 
mer. If spraying is delayed until signs of 
injury show up and the infestation becomes 
heavy, the desired check is practically im- 
possible to obtain. 


Sulphur in one form or another has been 
used as the specific killing agent. In some 
sections near the coast, it is used as a dust, 
but in most parts of the State it is best as 
a liquid spray. Dusting is a rapid and 
more economical procedure but its efficien- 
cy is restricted largely to certain districts, 
and in Southern California the liquid spray 
is recommended to be applied thoroughly 
and at high pressure. Certain refined oil 
sprays have appeared on the market recent- 
ly and excellent results have been obtained 
therefrom, although costs are higher. There 
yet is something to be learned regarding 
their use and any applications must be con- 
sidered to be somewhat experimental, al- 
though decidedly worthy of trial. A weak 
contact spray of lime-sulphur has given 
good results. It is often combined with wet- 
table sulphur, which latter ingredient kills 
by fuming several days after the hot-stuff 
has got in its work. Dilute liquid lime-sul- 
phur at the rate of two to two and one-half 
gallons per 100 gallons will suffice. If dry

Iris Bulbs and Blooms 
Prove Profitable

PASADENA.—Of the many floral farms 
that flourish in Southern California, that of 
Charies J. Peteler, 1460 North Fair Oaks 
avenue, is one of the most beautiful. Twen- 
ty-one years ago he purchased the acre and 
a half which forms his farm today. The 
country was sparsely settled then, and the 
only building on the place was a two-room 


shack once inhabited by a sheep herder. |. 


An artistic home now overlooks the slope 
of garden where rare shrubbery and fields 
of flowers flourish. 

Mr. Peteler was always a garden enthus- 


jast. Within the past four years he has 
turned his attention to commercial produc- 
tion. The demand was created because the 
place fronts on a main boulevard, and pass- 
ing people noted the loveliness of the 
blooms, and his business built up rapidly 
without much effort on his part. He has 


specialized on iris and other spring flower- °o 


ing bulbs. The flowers go to local florists 
and the bulbs to leading seed houses all ov- 
er the United States. 

Many have considered the iris a plant for 
moist, cool climates. The masses of bloom 
in the Peteler garden would seem to bear 
out their grower’s belief that “everything 
will grow in this part of the country.” He 
produces more than one hundred varieties 
of the so-called German iris, really the 
true Fleur-<de-lis or lily of France. 

To produce iris in their perfection, Mr. 
Peteler says that the first requirement is 
the utmost care in the selection of bulbs. 
The soil should contain plenty of plant food. 
Thorough cultivation and moisture conser- 
vation are vital. A fine dust mulch of three 
or four inches of top soil is the best in- 
surance for all garden crops, he declares.

The institute opens at 9:30 with Dr. 8S. 
S. Twombly presiding. Following an ad-

H. E. Wahlberg, farm adviser of Orange 
county, will speak. on economic problems 
of the citrus industry. H. A. Wadsworth 
of the irrigation division of the college of 
agriculture will discuss overhead irriga- 
tion. W. R. Schoonover, extension 
specialist in citriculture, will take up the 
drying out of citrus soils. 

C. J. Booth will act as chairman of the 
afternoon session which convenes at 1:30. 
Prof. R. W. Hodgson, division of subtropical 
horticulture of the college of agriculture, 
will give recommendations on citrus fer 
tilization. The relation of nitrates to 
citrus production will be discussed by Dr.

New Ranch Venture 


CALIPATRIA.—The raising of sunflower 
seed commercially is a new business being 
tried out on a 960-acre ranch five miles 
northwust of this city. W. W. Lehrbach 
manager of the holding, has planted fifty 
acres from imported Russian and eastern 
seed. The land was plowed, disced and irri- 
gated and as soon as it was dry enough, it 
was planted five pounds of seed per acre to 
a depth about one and a half inches. Some 
of the plants were up in four days and the 
rows showed in a week. The seed was 
planted thickly to insure a good stand and 
thea. thinned, leaving about eighteen inches 
between plants. They were cultivated once 
but grew so fast that no second cultivation 
could be given. After six weeks they were 
irrigated and then stood from three to six 
feet high. Each stalk is supposed to bear 
one large head, and some of these are 
twelve inches in diameter. More than one 
blossom is said to indicate a reversion to 
the wild type. 

Besides the sunflowers, this ranch has 
700 acres in alfalfa and twenty in grape 
fruit treese The rest will be put into milo 
maise this summer. Three hundred steers 
were fattened on the ranch during the past 
winter and the manager expects to feed 
both cattle and sheep the coming winter.

SEWAGE disposal system is funda- 

mental to the installation of the many 

conviences of a farm home. A sep- 
tic tank and a cile drainage system provide 
the means of removing waste water from 
kitchen, bathroom and laundry and of safe- 
guarding the water supply against contami- 
nation. it is to the farm home what a sew- 
er system is to a city. 

Its cost is pot prohibitive and its con- 
struction is not difficult. Anyone with a 
slight knowledge of carpentry and _  con- 
crete construction can install it. Where 
wastes from the kitchen sink only are to 
be disposed of, a septic tank is not neces- 
sary, although desirable. 

Where the kitchen sink is the only plumb- 
ing fixture in the house, the usual method 
is to allow the drainage to sink beneath the 
surface of the ground close to the house. 
This waste although not as dangerous as 
sewage, will attract flies ‘and mosquitoes 
and is likely to contaminate the well or 
cause disagreeable odors. 

The use of tile drains to permit this seep- 
age to occur, 14 to 18 inches below the surtf- 
ace would eliminate all these difficulties. 
Thirty to forty feet of 4-inch drain tile pipe 
laid with open joints, will readily handle 
uverage kitchen requirements. Tile for this 
purpose should have a uniform grade of 
one inch to one-eighth inch for every ten 
feet of pipe, depending on the soi!’ type. 

Where much grease is used in a home, it 
is usually best to provide a grease trap to 
prevent clogging the septic tank, and the 
best place for a trap is between the sink 
and the main sewer line. It should be large 
enough to hold several times the quantity 
of water discharged into it at any one time. 
Since a dishpan holds about two and one- 


half gallons the trap should contain not less 


than seven to eight gallons. Ny holding the 
water until it cools the grease _ solidifies 
aud rises to the top where it may be 
skimmed off occasionally. 

Grease is not entirely susceptible to sep- 
tie action, Making a trap necessary to catch 
it to avoid a clogging of the disposal sys- 
tem. 

Wastes from the human body are com- 
posed of 94 per cent liquids and 6 per 
cent solids, If this and other wastes are 
allowed to remain quietly in a dark air- 
tightchamber, the solids settle to the bot- 
tom of the tank. This material commonly 
referred to as “sludge,” is attacked by bac- 
teria that decomposes it into other solids, 
liquids and gases. The gases thus formed 
rise to the top and escape through the tile 
drains. The very small amount of solid 
matter resulting from decomposition, re. 
mains at the bottom of the tank except that 
which rises to the top to form a thick scum. 
There are single-chamber tanks in Califor- 
nia which have been examined for the first

time after eighteen years of continuous use 
and found to have accumulated four to five 
inches of sludge at the bottom. 


The resulting sewage now entirely liquid 


matter is ready for disposal through the 
tile drainage system. Further purification 
also occurs by means of the aerobic bac- 
teria present in well-drained ground. The 
chief advantage of a tile system over a 
cesspool, is that the liquids are even'y dis- 
tributed over a large area and are utilized 
by plants and trees instead of seeping into 
the underground water supply. 

The present tendency in septic tank con. 
struction is toward simplification. One of 
the simplest is the single-chamber tank as 
evolved by the agricultural engineers di- 
vision of the University of California. For 
the average family its dimensions are three 
feet width, four feet depth and seven feet 
length. It is built of four-inch concrete 
walls with grooves in the side to permit 
the use of three sets of baffle boards which 
serve essentially to make separate compart- 
ments in the tank. The principal advan- 
tages are simple constructivn, low cost and 
practically no maintenance cost. 

A drop of ten inches in a hundred feet 
is commonly used with sandy soils. For the 
heavier soils, a drop of two inches for every 
hundred feet is plenty. Ordinari'y four 
inches to six inches drop for a hundred feet 
of tile is sufficient. The tile is laid as near 
the surface as possible where it will not be 
disturbed by cultivation, The ends should be 
laid together loosely and the upper part 
of the joint covered with tar paper or bur- 
lap. The main thing to remember is to pro 
vide sumcient pipe to meet maximum needs. 
Under average soil conditions, one hundred 
feet is necessary. A heavy soil requires 


more and a sandy soi) somewhat less.
